as citizens of this country, so far as 
foreign enemies are concerned, that 
means foits, ships, sohlleis, etc. But 
so far as \ve are concerned within, the 
nation it means courts, jails, judges, 
police, etc. 
Then there is the civil 


service which employs millions 
of 


men and women to provide for our 
well-being — suiveyors, 
engineers,

Incidents of Travel 


In a little pamphlet issued by one 


oC the g'Ciit transatlantic lines, 
the 


following paragraph occurs: 


"Tho erroneous impression prevails 


that the summer in Italy is unpleas- 
ant, unhealthy and oppressively hot. 
Tins may apply to railway journeys 
through Southern Italy, but, with tho 
exception, possibly, o( August 
and 


September, the summer in Rome is 
perfectly enjoyable for that American, 
for whom, if he or she will live sensl 
bly, and as the Romans do, the Ro- 
man fever of the past need have no 
terrois, as it does not exist! 
The 


early winter months are apt to be 
rainy hi Italy and railway traveling In 
summer is dusty and warm , as 
in 


many other countries. But, as a whole, 
tho summer heat in Italy, especially 
around Naples, is less intense than 
that of the American summer." 


Having just passed a summer 
in 


Italy -I can endorse the above, with 
the additional observation, that the 
thing to dread most, is the perspira- 
tion, which invariably follows in the 
wako of most summer travelers — in 
sunime.- 


There is, a charm about Italy, posses-

sed I believe, by no other country on 
earth—and you feel this chaim, the 
very instant you stiike beautiful, hot, 
dirty, 
Naples—with 
its 
atrocious 


smells, its beggars, 
its 
numerous 


goats, and its light-hearted gaiety! 


We are all familiar with the "pleas- 


ing inactivity," the "delightful idle- 
ness," the "sweet doing-nothing," so 
well expressed in the Italian proverb, 
"Dolce far niente." You see its well- 
acted interpretation all over the coun- 
try, from the street urchin, stretched 
at full length in the boiling sun— 
which never seems to broil him, how- 
ever—to the dirty, sore-eyed beggars, 
their lazy length propped against a 
convenient door-jamb, or a 'pile of 
bricks—just as it happens—looking at 
you with eyes half open, "their dirty 
paws extended for the alms they'are 
yet too indolent to ask, in a voice 
above a feeble whine! 
The "sweet 


idleness," which the sunny skies of 
theii beautiful country seem to fos- 
ter, 
is more alluring to them, than 


cleanliness, or even 
health! 
You 


know at the ' Fountain of Trevi" in 
Rome, every visitor as he drinks the 
water drops in the fountain a piece o! 
money to-ensure his return. 
I had 


taken a drink and had deposited the 
coin, and having another small coin 
in my -hand, and seeing a little Ital- 
ian boy near me, I beckoned to him, 
and dropped the coin at the edge of 
the fountain, in about 6 inches of wa- 
ter. 
It will scarcely be believed that 


the little fellow had to be coaxed by 
a priest,^standing by, to elert him- 
self sufficiently to pick it up. And 
I was more than astonished, one after 
noon, while driving on the Plncian 
Hill, to notice several boys get up 
from the grass and begin to turn 
somersaults by the side of our car- 
riage 
One after another they per- 


foimed, keeping well up with our hor- 
ses, while we were lost In amazement 
at an exhibition, so American, yet so 
thoroughly tm-Itallan! But we caught 
on at last to the fact, that the ex- 
pected lees from "the American's" had 
sliperceded the "sweet idleness" to 
which, theyi one and all, immediately 
returned, when, the fee being given, 
wo drove them away. As I looked be- 
hind tr.-jy were all again on their 
backs—ior once as I thought, enjoying 
a well- irned repose! 


We stayed at the "Palace Bertolini" 


in Naples—a hotel which stands at an 
elevation of 190 feet above ground, on 
a hill of course. It was a palace once* 
—now it is a hotel—the "Albergo, 
Bertolini." 
After you reach it you 


go into a long, cave-like corridor—cut 
apparently, fiom the solid root, but 
In reality it is stucco—"stick" 
the 


Italians call it, (which we found to 
be a very good name for many other 
things Italian). 
You get in a lift 


and go 190 ft up, and you get out, 
'nto what seems to you like 
falry- 


and! 
Nothing "stuck" about that 


view from the terraces of the Bertol- 
ini Palace hotel! 
As you eat your 


meals on the charming verandas you 
may look right across the Bay of Na- 
ples at old Vesuvius, at Capri—at the 
cape of Posllllpo, .at Sorrento, and in 
the twinkling lights of the city so far 
below you, the green tree tops and 
the people and the street cars, look 
like toys! 
It is beautiful! 


One of the excursions 
you 
can 


make around Naples, is to Castella- 
mare, for its beautiful scenery. We 
drove out one Sunday, after church, 
and before luncheon we turned into 
an open air cafe for something to eat. 
An omelette and coffee would do, so 
we gave the order and waited. Noth- 
ing appeared. 
We called another 


waiter and gave the order again—no 
result. I volunteered to hunt up the 
kitchen. 
I found it, and apparently 


the proprietor, 
I stated our wants 


in the best/French I could muster— 
eggs and coffee are not difficult to 
ask for,—but the man seemed to know 
no French, he looked at me and called 
a woman to the rescue. To the eggs 
and coffee I then added my own staple 
article of diet—bread—and we sat 
down and waited some more. Four 
or five hungry beggars, with the re- 
volting sore eyes of the country—did 
not tend to increase our appetites— 
jut we patiently waited, and an Ital- 
an waiter at last approached us bear- 
ng a huge platter, on which was dis- 
played an enormous haunch oC raw 
meat, perhaps 12 or 16 tbs. 
With 


the words, "Ros bif pour Madame," 
pronounced with great dignity gave us 
.o understand by much pantomime, 
that he stood prepared to cut off any 
quantity we wanted, and would pro> 
ceed to roast It to our liking! This 
was too much for my hungry friends, 
and we fled, 


A very pretty little incident occurred 


with me, as I thought at Sorrento. In 
he courtyard of the hptel Trammon- 
tana, where the 
guests 
assemble 


nightly to see the dancing of the beau- 
tiful "Tarentifla" ty the natives In 
costume, I had noticed a party of 
•oung American girls with a chaperon. 
They seemed to be observing me, es- 
pecially, and at last they came up to 


me in a body, and one of them said 
In a very ,sweet way: 


"Will you please pardon us for in- 


troducing ourselves to you. We no- 
tice that you wear a Girls' Friendly So- 
ciety badge. We are "Girls' Friend- 
ly" girls, and we do so want to know 
why yjour badge is of gold." I told 
them and they told me of their par- 
ish work in Cincinnati. After a pleas- 
ant talk we were saying good-bye— 
when one of their number said "Mies 
Gilkeson, I see that you are a Daugh- 
ter of the Revolution! So is my mo- 
ther, and of course I can be." 
She 


then told me her cam* and added, "1 
have -just won a D. A. R. Fellowship 
In -the University of Cincinnati. Amer- 
ican history is 
my 
specialty.

thcJhght perhaps you might feel inter- 
ested to know!" 
Indeed I did feul 


interested, and I consider both inci- 
dents worth treasuring. I have the 
visiting cards of all the little BOCK 
and I faithfully distributed mine. 


Sorrento is such a beautiful place 


that we could scarcely leave it. On 
the walls of my room, right on the 
Bay side of Naples, were Owen Mere- 
dith's lines, done in the most exquis- 
ite coloring: 


"ITow swgcet were life—this life-- 


if we, 


(My love and I), might dwell to- 
gether, 


Here, beyond the summer se^fr 
In the heat of summer weather." 
On the other side of the room, a 


poet named ixicher, had left his im- 
pressions—tho lettering as beautiful- 
ly illuminated as the other— 


"Sorrento! 
Bright star! Land of 


myitlo and vine, 


I come a far land to kneel at thy 


shrine, 


Thy brows wear a garland,, 
0 weave one for mine!" 
Every minute that, I spent at Sor- 


rento, I felt as though I wore at the 
opera. In fact, I felt that way a good 
part of the time I was in Italy! 


Wo came into Italy from the Aus- 


trian Tyrol, over the StelvioPass, the 
highest in Europe, and we went to 
the famous and -fashionable baths of 
Bormio. As it was the very height 
of tho season, we were advised to 
telegraph ahead 
for 
three 
single 


rooms. 
But it is seldom of any use 


to telegraph for anything in Italy 
An Italian landlord will promise you 
anything and you might just as we 
telegraph for roorfs in the Kingdom 
oil Heaven! 
Consequently we 
saw 


peoplo furiously mad at the Bormio 
Man, 
Einrl they were not very choice 


in their language, either. 
We were 


asked to considei rooms* in a new 
annex, with tho plaster on the wallb 
not dry! 
The floors just as the car 


pen! or h.-.d left them, and not a sign 
of a bed or of any other furniture! 
It was got'ing towards night—so as 
we could got no conveyance we atari 
ed to walk the mile or so into the 
littio town of Bormio 
We were tuir 


ed from 3 hotels filled to bursting— 
but at last we got two rooms in the 
little hotel 'del Torre' The landlady 
was CQ Itali n who could speak abou! 
25 words of good English—she saM 
sho had lived in England. She had 
so many sudden guests that night 
that she was nearly crazy over her 
good luck. But neither her hotel, nor 
her servants, nor herself could cope 
with bo large a number as 12 Ameri- 
can, English and Italian extra guests,, 
so after sitting at the table munching 
dry bread as usual, for something be 
ter to do as I listened t» the raging 
of the rest of the hungry "iaH 
at last got up and found my way to 
the kitchen. 


Pandemonium reigned there. 
1 can never think of it without 


laughing 
The kitchen was full of 


servants, rushing about in each other's 
way. 
The white capped cook seeme] 


to be cooking something—it looked 
like chickens—as hard as sht could 
Three or four half grown boys were 
picking chickens—and the feathe 
were flying all over the place—while 
the poor landlady was tearing about— 
wringing her hands and exclaiming in 
Italian. I politely inquired what aileil 
her. 
She replied, "Oh, my God. My 


God, 
good English lady! I can never 


get enough eggs and chickens 
for 


these Americans!" 


I couldn't soothe the distracted wo- 


man, either in my tongue or hers, so 
I went into the closets and looked over 
the crockery. I found a "Pope's Pit- 
cher" in white and blue—in a cup- 
board over a table where a toothless 
old woman was picking over lettuce. 
It was evidently just out 
of 
tho 


ground, because, it was covered with 
earth 
The old hag merely gave It 


a shake and piling the leaves on dish- 
es, sent them spinning across the ta- 
blo to a waiter who loaded them on a 
tray and rushed them to the dining 
room. I very well knew what would 
happen to one dish, at least—and suro 
enough in a very few minutes back 
came the man. He slammed down a 
pile of lettuce leaves before the old 
woman and he yelled and gesticulated 
in the direction 'of the dining room. 
The old woman looked at him, per- 
fectly unmoved 
She picked up tho 


leaves en masse: she slapped them 
up and down on the table a few times 
and motioned him to rernovo them. 
I took a hand then! I called the land- 
lady's attention to the matter, atfl 
I didn't spare my language either. I 
told her that the old woman was a 
filthy, poisonous, old fool! and that 
Americans wouldn't eat worms on 
their lettuce! 
She thanked me and 


dashed the whole business under wa- 
ter, not too clean—as I distinctly saw 
—and again sent the lettuce to tho 
dining room. This time it didn't come 
back! From what I have seen of the 
lower classes of Italians, I should 
suppose they did not wash themselves 
any too frequently, and they might, 
therefore, justly consider the washing 
of lettuce entirely superfluous. I was 
warned against eating lettuce or chic 
cory in Italy. I was told by an Amer- 
ican who had lived there—that it was 
considered a fruitful cause of the ty- 
phoid fever, which Americans so fre- 
quently carry out of the country. 1 
carried out that 
blue 
and 
whil)E> 


"Pope's Pitcher" for which I paid the 
landlady a sixpence, and another six 
pence to the waiter, to wrap it up. It 
was heavy, Imt it was worth it. 


One day while we were in Naples, 


we went into postoffice where one 
of my friends wished to buy some 
stamps for postal cards. At the win 
dow she laid down a piece of money, 
and in French, which she speaks per- 
fectly, she asked for the stamps. The 
official took the money and poked 
back at her the number of stamps she 
iad asked for—but they were for let- 
ters—and not for postals. 
She said 


politely, "I said stamps for postals— 
not stamps for letters." He violently 
contradicted her—and told her 
she 


would have to take the stamps he 
iad offered her and that she owed 
htm some more money. 
She replied 


again that she had asked for postal 
stamps to mail the cards she held in 
ler hands. 
He grew more and more 


abusive, threatening her with unheard 
of things If she did not at once pay 
in that money! 
Am English 
lady, 


waiting to be served, stepped forward 
then, and said, "This man perfectly 
understood you madam. But he will 
go on all day in this manner it yon 
will listen to him. He does not Intend 
to change thasc^stamps—and I would 
advise yon to drop the matter. I live 
here, and I know these people. Some 
of these Italians are great cheats." 
My friend was pretty tearing mad— 
jut she took >a small Italian coin from 
her^bag and passing It through the 
window to the omcial, she said tan,- 
talizlngly, "I owe you nothing^ but 
I will give you this piece of money 
for yourself 'pour vous'". The man 
picked up the coin and threw it at 
her, with all his might, screaming at 
the top of his voice: 
"Take 
your 


money! 
Italy wants no gifts 
from 


America!" The coin landed on the 
floor, instead of in her face, where 
It was aimed—and her brother sensi- 
bly picked it up and put it in his 
.pocket. My friends at once made a 
formal complaint of this proceeding 
at an office nearby and were politely 
told that nothing could be done. Just 
contrast this incident with the cour- 
tesy and consideration shown the Ital- 
ians of all classes at every postoffice 
in the United States of America. 


I had just such an encounter with 


a railroad conductor In going by a 
night train from Florence to Venice. 
My friends got left. They had the 


tickets and I had the luggage. The 
train was the Florence express, leav 
iug at 10 p.m. aud arriving at QVuice 
at C a.m., stopping only'it Bologna 
after midnight. 
There WHS one lady 


iu the compartment, whom I happen 
ed to know—aud three men. One o. 
tlio men, hearing me speak English 
to tne lady, as 1 explained what had 
happened, handed mo hie oard. 
He 


was a resident ot Venice, aud offered 
to explain the matter to the conductoi 
which ho did. But the mun would no 
listen to a. word, as soon a» bo fount 
taat I had no ticket, he began to wave 
his arms and yell, and the gentleman 
inquired If I could pay my tar« aut 
•top him 
I replied that I could 


not, as I aad but about 15 lire in 
puise—although my 
Arnorlcau 
ex 


press checks were around my neck! 
This was explained to the conductor 
who declared that 1 should pay my 
fare, and that he would give me verj 
little time to do it in. He went out 
and the gentleman on the other side 
of me, who afterwards turned out to 
bo an artist from Kloren.ee—laid 
my knee a fifty franc note and said In 
beautiful English: "I beg of you mad 
ame to accept this: pay the guard 
and save yourself further annoyance.' 
I was overcome with gratitude, but 1 
declined. Then the man camo back— 
and was nioro violent than ever. 
' 


have never sren any one iu my lift 
act as lie cifU! 
He jumped up and 


down, shook his doubled fist aud 1 
really thought he intended to strike 
me. After he had gone out the sec 
ond time—evidently shouting 
awfu 


vengeance—all in Italian—ot wliicli I 
•OMjildu't understand one word—both 
gentlemen and the lady offered me th 
amount of my faro and advised me to 
pay it, as the man had threatened to 
put me off at the edge of a forest— 
"and" said the Venetian gentleman— 
"I believe madam he will do it, un 
less we _can pjcify him. 
Will you 


tell me If you have thought out an 
way to do this yourself?" 


As 1 can't speak Italian, I couldn't 


do any talking, although words wouk 
never express how I longed to teach 
that conductor jn a language he wouli 
understand. But I had thought heaps! 
1 knew perfectly well, that the train 
stopped at Bologna for one houi — 
and I knew that 1 had seen a Cook'a 
Interpreter talking to my friends, just 
before the tram pulled out. 
It had 


theretoro, struck my brain forcibly 
that that interpreter would have the 
matter explained to 
liim 
by

I'rieuds and thut perhaps there wouic 
uo bomuhing doing about my ticket 
at the Florence end of tho line. ] 
told my Venetian

city.

features of outdoor life bave gradua 
ly disappeared. One o£ these was tho 
soup kettle on the riverside, run on 
the principle of the grab bag nt a fair 
The investor paid for one chance a 
forking up a inoal. 
"No luck at the 


fork" spelled hunger for many a roust 
about who had only a picayune in his 
clothes. 


Many of the once famous clubrooius 


and restaurants of New Orleans have 
disappeared or degenerated. 
Greeks 


and "dagos" now sell flowers, cakes 
and fruit on the streets, where the 
trade was once monopolized by old 
negresses, capped out with bright red 
bandannas. 
The need of sanitation 


has made many changes in the appear- 
ance of this old Spanish city Impera- 
tive. The inhabitants being conserva- 
tive, reform has been slow. Tho old 
Btagers used to sny that Spain sold 
them to France, and French they 
wouldn't be. Next France sold tBern 
to the United States, and Yankees 
they wouldn't be, either, so they clung 
to the old customs. Hut fate is Inex- 
orable. 
New 
Orleans 
wants 
com- 


merce, and a commercial metropolis 
must be up to date, clean and healthy. 
Sewers are comparatively new, and 
the innovation meant the uprooting of 
old landmarks. In tbe Interest of 
health, too, sunlight nnd air must be 
let into the houses nnd stores.
